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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-15 and 17-20 are pending. Claim 16 has been cancelled. 

2. In the response filed March 14, 2006, the applicants have elected Group I, claims 
1-14 with traverse. The compound of Example 9 is the elected species. 

3. Upon further consideration, the election of species requirement is withdrawn. 
The invention of claim 15, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition will be rejoined with 
Group I. Accordingly, the examined subject matter includes claims 1-15. 

4. Applicants have requested rejoinder of Groups ll-V, claims 17-20. 

5. The inventions of claims 17-20 do not meet the requirements of 35 USC 1 12, 1 st 
paragraph, as such, these claims will not be rejoined Claims 17 20 are withdrawn from 
consideration by the Examiner as drawn to a non-elected subject matter. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In order to improve the clarity of the claim 1 , it is suggested that the definition of 
the radical, R', should be amended to include semicolons. 

8. Claims 2-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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9. The prior art reference is cited to show the state of the art. At page 25, see 
example 6 a). The difference between the prior art compound and the instantly claimed 
compound is the radical, R 2 , substituted at the isoquinoline ring. The prior art 
compound is disubstituted by R 2 , where as, the instant compound is monosubstituted. 
There is neither teaching nor suggestion to modify the prior art compound to those 
instantly claimed. Accordingly, no rejections based upon prior art are made.
